CHIEFS PREDICT 
LANDSLIDE 


State and County 
Victory Forecast. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 
Signs that political apathy has evap- 
orated and the voters are primed for 
& wallop at Chicago’s Tammany tiger 
at Wednesday’s state-wide primaries 
led last night to a wholesale revision 
of the forecasts. The anti-Lundin- 
Thompson-Tammany Republicans, aft- 
er careful canvasses in debatable ter- 
ritory, declared a landslide for their 
ticket seems to be on its way. 

In Cook county itself they now con- 
cede nothing to the city hall machine. 
Homer K. Galpin, as local manager, 
estimates a 20,000 plurality in Cook 
county for the entire anti-tiger state 
ticket and 10,000 for the county slate. 


Tammany Camp Cuts Claims. 
The Lundin-Thompson camp, on the 
other hand, reduced its estimates. It 
chopped down the inside figures which 
went out over the grapevine. Instead 
of looking for a 50,000 or 75,000 margin 
in Cook county, their forecasters now 
say 25,000 is about the most they can 
look for. 
These figures, of course, are not 
those given out for public consump- 
tion, but, significantly enough, some of 
the hardboiled prophets in the city hall 
group began passing out the word-that 
any state candidate who comes march- 
ing up to the Cook county line with 
30,000 to 40,000 votes to the good would 
have the nomination nailed down. 
Terrorism on West Side. 
The tiger gave full evidence that it 
is desperate. On the west side Tam- 
many resorted to a policy of police 
terrorism and kidnaping in the for- 
eign wards. Precinct workers for the 
anti-city hall ticket have been rounded 
up and thrown into cells without book- 
ing. Liberty has been gained only 
through writs of habeas corpus. 
An instance of this occurred in the 
Nineteenth ward where “ Diamond 
Joe” Esposito is the Deneen-Brundage 
committeeman. Details of the polti- 
cal kidnaping are told in another col- 
umn. 
That is the way affairs stand three 
days before the polls. Both sides are 
confident; the anti-tigers are increas- 
ing their estimates, thegcity hall is 
trimming its figures; anti-Tammany 
sees signs of a tidal wave, while Tam- 
many is counting on winning by a 
close shave. The next three days wil! 
see the campaign thrown into pro- 
dGigous speed by both sides. 
Downstate Is Aroused. 
Downstate Illinois is fully awake to 
the one issue in the campaign—Tam- 
many. The country has always been 
Against domination at Springfield by 
Chicago bosses. I1t has been fearful 
even that some day Chicago simply as 
a political unit might have a majorzity 
of the seats in the legislature—that 
sentiment is the reason why“the state 
has had no reapportionment ef dis- 
tricts and why there is a movement 
for restriction in the next constitu- 
tion. .

able to the raising of even moderate sized 
families among all except the poor. 

If our present tendefteies keep up long 
our cities must become a composition con- 
sisting in overwhelming proportions of 
newly arrived immigrants, people born 
in the country, and people born to poor 
parents in the city. 


If it is desirable to have a greater nat- 
ural increase among the wealthy, well 
to do, and comfortable, this be 
brought about by jowering death rates 
and raising birth rates. To accomplish 
the latter we must lower the standards 
of living, we must be influenced less by 
ambition, luxury, and love of ease, and 
we must stimulate pride of family. 
There is a good deal of voluntary And 
involuntary control of parenthood among 
the comfortable classes, but it is not 
great enough to prevent a fair natural

Reports Favorable from 
Doubtful States.

TISUR SEARS HENNING. 
“Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—[Spe 
cial.J—With less than two months of 
the presidential campaign remaining 
political wonditions appear decidedly to 
favor Senator Harding on Nov. 2 next. 
lteports of the situation in every de- 
batable state in the union indicate that 
Jiarding already is virtually assured 
of 236 of the 266 votes that constitute 
& majority of the electoral college, 
while Cox can count on only 150, with 
145 classed as doubtful. 

Present indications are that Harding 
is assured of the electoral votes of 
the following states: California, 13; 
Connecticut, 7; Delaware, 3; Idaho, 4; 
lilinois. 29; Iowa,:. 13; Kansas, 10; 
Maine, 6° Massachusetts, 18; Michigar, 
15; Nebraska, 8; New Hampshire, 4; 
New Jersey 14; Oregon, 5; Pennsyl- 
vania, 38; Rhode Island, 5; South Da- 
kota, §; Utah, 4 Vermont, 4; Washing- 
ton, 7; West Virginia, 8; Wisconsin, 13; 
Wyoming, 3. 

States Counted for Cox. 


Including the solid south, Cox at this 
writing seems assured of these elec- 
toral votes: Alabama, 12; Arizona, 3; 
Arkansas, 9; Florida, $; Georgia, 14: 
woulsiana, 10; Maryland, 8; Mississipi, 
10; New Mexico, 3; North Carolina, 12; 
Oklahoma. 10: South Carolina, 9; Ten- 
nessee, 12; Texas, 20; Virginia, 12. 

States classed as doubtful in the 
present reckoning are Colorado, 6; In- 
diana, 15; Kentucky, 13; Minnesota, 
12; Missouri, 18; Montana, 4; Nevada, 
3: New York. 45: North Dakota, 5; 

Ghio, 24. 

Rerorts from the doubtful territory 
give Harding the advantage in Colo- 
rado, Indiana, Minnesota, New York, 
and North Dakota. If he should carry 
all ‘those in addition to those states 
classed as assuredly Republican, Hard- 
ing would have 319 electoral votes, 
Cox ig given present advantage in 
Kentucky, Missouri, Montana, and Ne- 
vada. In Ohio, the home state of both 
candidates, it is difficult to’say where 
the present advantage lies. 


Democrats at Disadvantage. 
On the basis of this survey, it is 


_ apparent that Harding can win with- 


out either New York or Ohio, while 
Cox cannot win without New York 
even: if he should carry Ohio and all 
the rest of the doubtful states. 

' The Republicans have the Democrats 
at a disadvantage in numefous re- 
spects, a disadvantage that it will take 
hard fighting to overcome if Cox is 
tg achieve anywhere near an even} 
break with Harding by the time elec- 
tion day rolls around. 

The Republicans are united for the 
first time in eight years, while the 
Democrats are exhibiting many signs 
of disorganization. Bryan has repudi- 
ated the Democratic candidate, who 
likewise is receiving little assistance 


‘from. the administration leaders who 


tought for McAdoo at San Francisco. 
One looks almost in vain for a Cox but- 
ton among administration officials. 
These are the men who have insisted 
all along that Cox would carry the 
party to defeat. 

The Republicans possess a strong or- 
ganization and have collected more 
than $1,000,000 for campaign expenses 
from 30,000 subscribers, averaging less 
than $100 each. The Democratic war 
chest is empty and the Cox managers 
appear tO be experiencing the utmost 
tifficulty in raising necessary funds.

“Sept. 17 will mark the close 
of the one hundred and thirty- 
first year of national life under the con- 
stitution of the United States. The 
adoption of that constitution was the 
most important single act in the his- 
tory of goverhment. It has been the 
model of government wherever men 
have gained their liberty and have 
sought to secure it upon a sure founda- 
tion. Under it our own people have 
written the most marvelous chapter in 
the history of the world. The great 
problem of government is to secure a 
stable, well ordered, efficient govern- 
ment without unduly encroaching upon 
the rights and liberties of the individ. 
ual. This our constitution has. effected 
in a larger measure, as we helieve, 
than is found in any other government 
known to man. 


“In these days, with governments 
crumbling in both hemispheres, when 
bulwarks are being swept away, when 
old faiths\ are being challenged every- 
where, our own constitution is not im- 
mune from attack. It is, therefore, 
well that on the anniversary, of its

BASEBALL POOLS 
TAKE 50% TOLL 
FROM PLAYERS 


One hundred thousand persons in 
Chicago are playing baseball “ pools,’ 
according to conservative estimates. 
The town is full of this form of gamb- 
ling, which is now the subject of in- 
vestigation by the grand jury. 

“Regulars” usually buy several 
tickets in different pools, so those in a 
position to approximate the returns, 
assert that more than 400,000 tickets 
are sold weekly at a cost to the players 
of $150,000. Of this amount, about $75,-

Pools are Lotteries. 


Baseball pools are not bets on the 
results of games. In principle, they 
are a lottery, and as such violate the 
law, though there has been no prosecu- 
tion. The player draws a slip on which 
are printed or punched the names of 
four or six clubs, as the case may be.

Small fry gamblers proverbially do 


‘every dgllar paid in, only 50 cents

is ‘conducted honestly. 

Tickets are sold by subagent, who 
receive them from agents. Agents 
sometimes deal direct with principals, 
but in the larger pool usually with 
jobbers. The real owners thus are far 
removed from the players, and well 
screened. The player who wins re- 
ceives his money from the agent who 
sold him the ticket. He does not even 
know with whom he is gambling. 


Pools Sold to Wage Earners. 


Most pool ticket purchasers are 
wage earners. Even the poorly paid 
postoffice employés are said to buy 
$600 worth per week. Office boys, ele- 
vator men, porters in barber shops, 
clerks in cigar stores and many others 


sions varying from 20 to 40 per cent 
of the price of the ticket. Many large 
factories and mantfacturing plants 
have a number of subagents selling 
these chances. 

The pools in Chicago are almost 
numberless, so the business must be 
profitable to the promoters, if not to 
the players. Some of the better known 
are Home Run, supposed to have polit- 
ical affiliations; Great Western, whose 
headquarters are said to be in Wiscon- 
sin; Consolidated of ~ Indianapolis, 
World of Pennsylvana; Leader, Horse- 
shoe, Lucky Strike, Lucky R and 
others in Chicago. Blue Island, South 
Chicago, and Hammond also are said 
to be headquarters for extensive op- 
erations. 


~Players Get Back Half. 


Take one of the larger pools, for 
example. It sells tickets with six clubs 
in two leagues. Possible combinations 
are 8,064 different tickets. It issues 
three series, or over 24,000 tickets 


$14,695. It advertises to pay in prizes 
$2,900 on each series, or $8,400 for the 
three—slightly over half the amount 
received. Over $6,000 apparently goes 
for liberal commissions, printing and 
profits to the owners. 

There are many small or piker pools 
conducted by individuals. A firm on 
the south side prints books of 120 
tickets, with two clubs on each ticket. 
They are used for daily pools, selling 
for 15 cents each, or $18 to the’ owner. 
He then pays $10 for high total, $2 
for low total, and the book costs $1, 
leaving a profit of $5.

Hal Chase Case Starts It. 


To take a concrete case, if the Na- 
tional league had acted firmly, fear- 
lessiy, even if unjustly, in the disposi. 
tion of the Hal Chase matter several 
years ago there would have been com: 
paratively little of the scandal that 
has developed since. Granting the ali 
bi of the promoters at the time that 
the charges against Chase were not 
substantiated, the baseball public and 
ithe ball players never were convinced 
by the lack of evidence that there was 
not some fire where there was so much 
smoke. 

Granting, for the sake of the point, 
that Chase was wholly innocent of the 
charges made, it would have been bet. 
ter that one man suffer injustice for 
the good of thé game than that scores 
of ball players should be made to suffer 
the injustice of suspicion, as has been 
the result of inaction in the Chase case. 


Chicago Clubs Worst Sufferers. 


And more innocent parties than the 
players have suffered for that spine- 
less, shortsighted policy. The New 
York Giants, who were responsible for 
retaining Chase in baseball another 
year, lost two players eventually. The 


clubs, which unquestionably have done 
more in recent years than any other 
clubs to throttle the gambling evil, 
have been the worst sufferers up to 
date. 
Back in the ’70s, when the notorious 
Devlin quartet was punished by the 
promoters of the sport, it ss related 
that one of them came to President 
Hurlbut of the National league and, 
with tears in his eyes, pleaded for re- 
instatement because his children were 
hungry. The president of the embry- 
onic league replied that he would give 
money out of his own pocket to see 
that the player’s family did not suffer, 
but that he could not reinstate him, 
even if proven innocent, because of 
the bad effect it would have on base- 
ball if a player under suspicion were 
allowed to participate in the games. 


Caused Johnson-Frazee Breach. 


The original breach between Presi- 
dent Johnson of the rican league 
and President Frazee of the Red Sox 
had its beginning in the former’s atti 
tude against gambling. In the wake 
of that wrangle came Mays case, 
which nearly disrupted the league.

4,000 Cars of Fuel Reach

Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—{Spe- 
clal.jJ—Coal is being rushed to the 
northwest by laKe vessels from Ohjo 
ports at a rate which promises to 
avert the threatened shortage in the 
States at the heads of the Great Lakes 
next winter. This is indicated by the 
weekly report of the geological sur- 
vey on coal production. 


Shipments Are Heavy. 


It is shown that in the week ended 
Sept. 4, the coal dumped at Lake Erie 
ports totaled 1,074.756 tons, of whieh 
1,035,372 tons were cargo coal and 
39,384 tons vessel fuel. While this to- 
tal Was 16 per cent less than the pre- 
Ceding week, yet it was twice as great 
as the quantity dumped in the corre- 
sponding week of 1919 and but little 
less than that of 1918. 

The shipments to the northwest must 
be continued in more than ordinary 
volume during the remainder of the 
season of navigation in order to make 
up for the difficulties of the early part

shipped by lake this season totals 12,- 
084,000 tons, as against 17,952,000 tons 
during the corresponding period in

Percival reported the following facts and 
conclusions: 


1. The island was approximately fifteen 
miles long and six or seven miles wide in the 
center. The basin in which the Doraine 
rested was about midway between the ex- 
treme points and about two miles inland 
from the northern shore. The southern slope 
of the range descended to a flat plain, or 
perhaps moor, some two miles across at its 
broadest point, and ran in varying width 
from one end of the island to the other. It 
was green and almost entirely devoid of 
timber. The central eminence from which

Beyond the elevation 
the channel spread out fan fashion, creating 
a funnel-like bay or inlet from the sea. 


4. There was no other land in sight. As 
far as the eye could reach with the aid of 
lerises there was nothing but water, a mighty 
waste of wate?. 

5. The wind, which had@ veered around to 
the south, was cold and dry. 


6. & curving beach of almost snowy white- 
ness extended for a mile or so along the 
northern shore, about half way between the 
entrance to the channel and the eastern point 
of land. Inside the fringe of trees that lined 
this beach stretched what appeared to be a 
long strip of’ rolling meadow land, reaching 
far up the hillsides. 


7. Monkeys, parrots, and snakes abounded 
in the forest. An occasional gay plumaged 
bird of the toucan variety, but larger than 
the ordinary South American species, was 
seen, while large numbers of plump birds of 
the tinamou family went drumming off 
through the forest at the approach of the 
party. Penguins strutte@ in complete “full 


dress” among the rocks of the southern — 


shore. A dead armadillo of txtraordinary 
dimensions was found near the foot of the 
slope. It was at least thrice the size of the 
common South American mammal. The 
Same could be said of the single iguana en- 
countered. This large lizard, which was alive, 
must have been fully ten feet from head to 
tail, and gave rise to the belief that the sup- 
posedly extinct iguanodon, described by the 
‘scientists as attaining a length of thirty feet, 
might any day be discovered in the fast- 
nesses of this unexplored land. The mere 
existence of this rather amiable, unfright- 
ened monster was of the greatest signifi- 
cance. If it were known to man, why had 
it never been reported in zodlogical or nat- 
ural history journals? 


8. The trees on the mountainside were 
thick and stunted, with interlocking limbs 
that created a’sort of endless canopy which 
the sun was unable to penetrate.

After the second reading of the foregoing 
report, the first being in English, Percival re- 
quested his fellow explorers to verify the 
statements contained therein. This they did 
promptly.

“I am delegated by Capt. Trigger and the 
officers of this vessel, after a conference just 
concluded, and of which you are all well 
aware, to put before you as briefly and as

As a sort of summary of what has 
been said above take this from a book 
on-fruit trees published in 1825: “It 
is probably that the Romans brought 
the cultivated pear to England, and the 
monks paid great attention to its va- 
rieties. There is a tradition that King 
John was poisoned in a dish of pears 
by the monks of Swinsted; and the 
tale, whether true or false, would 
imply that the fruit was such as the 
churchman would offer to the mcnarch 
as a luxury.” 

Poached Pears. 

The pears may be cooked in either a 
sugar sirup or one made of corn sirup 
and water. The latter is sweet enough, 
and the former may seem too sweet to 
some people. Flavor finally with va- 
nilla, in either case. 


For four or six pears, peeled and cut 
in quarters, sirup made of one-half cup 
of corn sirup and one-half cup of water, 
cooked to sirup stage, is enough. Or 
use three-fourths cup of sugar and the 
same amount of water, stir and cook 
to sirup stage, put in the quartered 
pears, and gently cook; that is, poach 
for fiftecn minutes,or until the fruit is 
on the transparent order. Skim out the 
pears, @rrange symmetrically in dish, 
add a half m of vanilla to the 
sirup, which may first be cooked down 
if. too thin, and pour over the fruit. 
Serve with whipped cream or ice cream 

One-half cup of cream whipped and 
sweetened with one teaspoon of sugar 
or not as you choose, and about three 
drops of vanilla is enough to top four 
or five portions of this fruit, but plain 
whipped cream, when mingled with the 
sirup, is perhaps just as satisfactory. 


Pear Compote. 

Cut six ordinary pears in half, and 
peel or not, as you choose. Cut out the 
cores, put pieces in stew pan with a 
half cup of sugar and a few drops of 
water. Set over a most gentle fire, and 
cook until tender. The juice of a lemon 
may be added. If carefully cooked these 
péars form with the sugar an accept- 
able and spicy sirup. Serve cold. 


Frosted Pears. 


Pears after being well washed and 
peeled, with the stem left on, may be 
poached or cooked whole in any sirup, 
and then covered with an icing so es 
to look like a pear dipped in fondant. 

Whisk one-fourth of a pound of pow. 
dered sugar with the white of an egs 
until it is thick and smooth like any 
royal icing. This may be flavored with 
a tablespoon of lemon juice. Drain the 


pears thoroughly from the sirup and. 


ice them with this. They should not be 
prepared too long before the time of 
serving. To set the icing so that they 
will stand better put the iced pears in 
a cool oven until the icing is stiff.
